Dr. Shrady , who came from the 
sick-room a short while ago, say s that he is 
in a deeper sleep than he has had for the 
past ten day s, and that his condition is so 
much improv ed that his family feel con­ 
fident he will liv e for day s y et This con­ 
fidence, howev er, is not shared by the phy si­ 
cians, though| they feel that the general’s 
strength and renewed cheerfulness are im­ 
portant factors in the efforts to prolong his 
life. 
Dr. Shrady left the house at midnight for 
a short walk. 
“ There is one point about 
Gen. Grant’s trouble,” said be, “ that has not 
been brought out 
The cancer itself has not 
y et sufficiently dev eloped to put a man in 
ordinary health in a dangerous condition. 
If the general’s constitution were only as

For 
all that I regard his rallies, and especially 
that of Saturday , as simply marv elous and 
almost bey ond belief. There was one time 
Wednesday morning when I thought another 
fiv e minutes would finish him. To-night 
night he is better than he has been in a 
week. For all that, howev er, he may sink 
away rapidly , and be dead within the nex t 
hour.”

A BRAVE GIRL’S HEROIC FIGHT WITH 
A BRUTE. 


Sav ed From D eath by H er Father*« Dog - 
A Fearful Strug g le Nobly M ain­ 
tain ed — On th e Track o f 
th e M iscreant. 


B al t im o r e, Md., April 4 —A dastardly 
outrage was committed late, Friday after­ 
noon, near Rockland, Baltimore county , 
Md. 
The v ictim, Miss Kate Gray , aged 19 
y ears, daughter of D. C. Gray , one of the 
wealthiest and most highly esteemed resi­ 
dents of the county , is ly ing at the point 
of death, and her recov ery is ex tremely 
doubtful. About

Katie walked as far as the railway station 
with an elder sister. The distance was only 
one mile. She started (homeward alone, and 
had proceeded about half the way , when she 
met Howard Cooper, a burly negro farm­ 
hand well known in the v icinity .

up a large stone and hurled it at Cooper, 
striking him on the head. The blood ap­ 
peared to infuriate Cooper, who again seis­ 
ing the y oung lady , knocked her insensible 
with a club and dragged her ov er a fenoe 
into a dense wood.

H O W TO STEAL . 


The M otive» a n d M ethod» o f Tho»e Who S a c­ 
rifice H onor fo r M oney, 
“You ask me to tell y ou how a man 
reconciles his ju d gment with a life of 
sy stematic stealing. 
Well, that is an­ 
swered easily enou gh. 
They d on’t d o 
d o it.” 
The speaker was Colonel A. 
G. Sharp, the chief of the postoffice in­ 
spectors, who has, in one capacity or 
another, spent many y ears of a life not 
y et passed the mid d le line in tracking 
d own and bringing to ju stice that class 
of criminals who v iolate tru sts reposed 
in them. 
In his present official capaci­ 
ty he has the d u ty in connection with 
his corps of assistants of secu ring tho 
honest ad ministration of the rev enu e 
d eriv ed from the fifty thou sand post- 
offices scattered throu ghou t the cou n­ 
try . 
He is, in consequ ence, brou ght in 
contact with what might be termed the 
higher classes of criminals, men of good 
social position and character, who hav e 
throu gh some influ ence gone wrong. 
The d iscov ery of su ch cases of breach 
of tru st is alwav s a shock to the pu bl'c 
mind and generally a sou rce of amaze­ 
ment to ev en their most intimate circle 
of friend s and acqu aintances. 
It is 
commonly asked what cou ld hav e been 
their motiv e and the mental process by 
which they wero enabled to carry on a 
sy stematic cou rse of stealing, and y et 
hold their head s high in the commu ni­ 
ty and associate with honest people? 
The conv ersation which a S ta r report­ 
er had begu n with Colonel Sharp had 
reached the point which is ind icated by 
the answer giv en abov e. 
Reference 
had been mad e to the case of Bru gge- 
man, formerly a clerk in the postoffice 
d epartment, who has ju st been sen­ 
tenced to the penitentiary for stealing 
stamps, which, owing to some d efect in 
the printing of the sheets, had been 
sent to tho d epartment to be cou nted 
and d estroy ed . 
“Take the case of Bru ggeman,” con­ 
tinu ed the Colonel. 
“He was an hon­ 
est man and an u pright citizen; his 
great ambition in life apparently was 
to got together enou gh money to com­ 
plete the pay ment on his hou se, and 
thu s secu re a home for his family , in 
whose society he fou nd his chief hap­ 
piness. 
When ho saw this opportu nity 
of making money his ju d gment u n­ 
d ou bted ly cond emned it. 
It told him 
t at it was wrong, and that in the ev ent 
of d iscov ery lie wou ld be ru ined for 
life. 
Bu t tho d esire for su d d en acqu i­ 
sition, for tho rapid accu mu lation of 
money ov ercame his ju d gment. 
He 
had not the moral cou rage to resist tho 
temptation, and so fell. 
It was not be­ 
cau se his ju d gment had prov ed d efect­ 
iv e, that his reason had lailed him, bu t 
becau se this d esire for money ov er­ 
powered them and became the d omi­ 
nant influ ence in his life. 
I can well 
u nd erstand his stale of mind when in 
cou rt, as the sentence was abou t to be 
imposed , he had nothing to say ex cept 
blame for himself. 
“I think that I had the same feeling 
once my self,” ad d ed the Colonel, and 
then, seeing the look of su rprise in the 
face of his listener, he smiled and said , 
“bu t it was only in a d ream, and it hap­ 
pened some y ears ago. 
I was at that 
time in comfortable circu mstances and 
in nonoed of money . 
Bu t 1 d reamed 1 
had stolen $200; that 1 had d eliberate­ 
ly taken that amou nt from a friend and 
gone away with it. 
In the progress of 
the d ream 1 was arrested and pu t in 
jail. 
Friend s came to me and ex ­ 
pressed their sy mpathy and said that I 
mu st not stay in jail, and that they 
wou ld get mo ou t on bail. 
Bu t I said 
no, that I d id not want to get ou t. 
I 
knew that 1 had stolen the money , and 
that I was a thief, and that I d id not 
want to see any one that I u sed to 
know, bu t my only wish was to stay and 
su ffc r the penalty of my crime. 
“I u sed to be an assistant ward en in 
a penitentiary ,” went on the speaker, 
after a briof pau se, “and in that capaci­ 
ty came in contact with a gr< at many 
riminals. 
I hav e been told by thiev os 
hat when they first began to steal they 
wero trou bled in their mind s to su ch 
in ex tent that they cou ld not sleep, and 
wou ld be afraid to meet people in the 
*troots. Tho second theft d id not d is- 
u rb them so mu ch, and finally reached 
i state of mind that they wou ld steal 
v ith tho same u nconcern as they wou ld 
at their meals. Their conscience, their 
toral natu re was d ead ened , and they 


10 longer were d istu rbed by thou ghts 
v Inch at first mad e them start at 
ailows.

At last Lamotte reliev ed himself by 
say ing, “When y ou read the manu ­ 
script that scene pleased me so mu ch 
that I resolv ed to retain it in my mem­ 
ory , and hav e d one so, as y ou may per­ 
ceiv e. ” 
Of cou rse Voltaire was pleased with 
the compliment thu s strangely paid . 
Lamotte was cne who had cu ltiv ated 
the facu lty of memory.— Litera ry Life. 


S L EEP AN D H ER CO U SIN D EAT H . 
The relationship between sleep, the 
“cou ain of d eath,” and d eath itself, is 
probably real as well as apparent. The 
d istance which separates them is great, 
bu t there are intermed iate connections, 
grad es of d issolu tion as of d ev elop­ 
ment. 
Among these the simiiar states 
of trance and hibernation are worthy 
of special notice. 
For sleep and for 
trance, one cau se, the ex hau stion chief­ 
ly of the nerv ou s matter, bu t more or 
less of ev ery organ and tissu e, is as­ 
signable. 
The hy sterical stu por is the 
sleep of nerv e centers worn ou t with 
the assau lt and conflict of stormy re­ 
flex action. Healthy sleep is the rest of 
phy sical elements wearied with the 
same strain applied more grad u ally . 
Cases hav e been record ed in which 
somnolence, continu ing for d ay s with­ 
ou t cessation, has resembled trance, in 
its d u ration, while preserv ing all the 
ord inary featu res of natu ral sleep. Va­ 
riou s facis su pports u s in associating 
the hibernation of animals with tho 
same train of organic or fu nctional 
changes as the other u nconsciou s states 
which we hav e been consid ering. 
It 
comes like a habit; it has, one may 
say , annu al retu rn; its apparent cau se 
is the oppression of ex ternal cold , and 
tho i.nimala it affects are mostly those 
which, from their bod ily stru ctu re or 
habits, a re su bject to great period ic v a­ 
riations of temperatu re. 
Vital tissu e 
is ex hau sted and fu nction is in part 
su spend ed , 
probably 
becau se 
the 
nu mbness of cold has taken u pon the 
rad icles of the ou ter circu lation, and 
of that of tho brain su rface which is 
connected with it by nu merou s anasto­ 
moses. 
In su cli a case anaemia wou ld 
seem to be the cau se of the winter 
sleep, as there is ev id ence to show that 
it is also the cau se of that temporary 
starv ation of brain which lu lls withou t 
arresting its action, in the natu ral re­ 
pose of each night. 
We may ev en regard tho lethargy , 
end ed by d eath, into which man falls 
when ex posed to great cold as a short 
and mortal hibernation. 
The same in­ 
flu ence acts u pon him as u pon the bear 
or fish, bu t the power of its shock is 
grcator on his finer and less accu s­ 
tomed senses than on their compara­ 
tiv ely coar.se organization. 
So l.ke- 
wise in other regions and forms of life, 
in the weariness, paraly sis, atrophy , and 
gangrene of limbs, in the leafless hi­ 
bernation of trees, and in their d ecay , 
beginning in the terminal twigs, the 
same teaching is ev id ent, that v ascu lar 
nu trition, in its period ic v ariations, is 
the parent of activ ity and of rest, as its 
absence is of d eath. 
It is not, there­ 
fore, altogothor su rprising to meet with 
occasional instances in which d eath is 
simu lated by some d eep 
d egree of 
stu por.— British Med ica l Jo u rn a l.

H u m a n I n g e n u ity En d ea v o rin g to D o Aw a y 
W ith tho W ork o f the Bees. 
Not only has American enterprise 
sncceed ed in mannfactoring a honey ­ 
comb to sav e the bees the trou ble of 
fu rnishing a receptacle for their sweet 
store, bu t it ev en threatens to d o away 
with the serv ices of the ind u striou s 
little bee by su pply ing the honey also. 
More than one v ariety of manu factu red 
honey is at present sold in tho market, 
as being the genu ine prod u ct of the 
little bu sy bee. 
Some of it comes in 
the form of strained and clarified honey 
pu t u p in glass jars. 
More of it is su p­ 
plied in the comb in small box es with 
glass on either sid e, throu gh which it 
may be seen looking as natu ral as if it 
had been stolen from the hiv e. 
Con­ 
noisseu rs hav e great d ifficu lty in d e­ 
tecting the d ifference between the gen­ 
u ine and the manu factu red article, by 
its appearance only , bu t nearly any one 
who has u sed the bona fid e treasu re of 
the hiv e to any ex tent will note the 
d ifference in taste. In real honey there 
is an agreeably sharp taste as if mill 
ions of little need le points la d barely 
tou ched the tongu e and palate. 
This 
is missed in the spu riou s article, which 
partakes of the flav or and armoa of 
maple sy ru p. 
The artificial comb u sed to su pply 
the place of that mad e by the bees lias 
not been v ery su ccessfu l thu s far. 
The 
bee at once d etects the imposition, and 
refu ses to store its sweets in tho cav i­ 
ties. 
It gnaws at the parts which hold 
it to the hiv e u ntil it falls, and then 
commences to bu ild its own. 
The 
reason of this is that it has been 
fou nd d ifficu lt to find su fficient bees­ 
wax to su pply the d emand s, and con­ 
sequ ently other kind s had to be u tilized . 
Spermaceti, paraffine and wax obtained 
from mineral prod u cts hav e all met 
with the same recognition from the 
bees. 
They hav e, howev er, been su c­ 
cessfu lly u sed in storing tho manu fac­ 
tu red honey , and when the cav ities are 
filled au d cov ered ov er with a thin 
sheet of the wax , they present to the 
inex perienced the selfsame appearanco 
as that taken from the hiv e. 
The su rplu s compares wd tli the gen­ 
u ine, as oleomargarine d oes with d airy 
bu tter, and the marketmen, grocers, 
and restau rant-keepers are slow to ad ­ 
mit that there is any su ch article mad e. 
“Why ,” said the salesman in the lar­ 
gest wholesale grocery in the city , 
“they cou ld nDt afford to make and sell 
it for tho same price as real honey . 
That article sells at 10 cents per pou nd 
Av ho lesa le, and at retail tho price is 13 
to 15 cents. 
We hav e heard that the 
attempt was mad e to manu factu re it 
from glu cose, starch, etc., bu t we hav e 
not seen an}T of it. 
There is a new 
kind in the market, which comes from 
that su pplied by tho apiaries in this 
State, bu t 
it is nev ertheless 
pu re 
honey .” 
At the Fu lton market d ealers in the 
commod ity d enied that any attempt 
had been mad e to “d riv e the bee from 
tlio field .” 
Ono man gav e the reporter 
a taste of some which had beenstrained 
and bottled by tho owner of an apiary 
in this State. 
Althou gh d eliciou sly 
sweet and palatable, tho reporter cou ld 
bu t confess that it d id not soem ex actly 
like that which he had been accu stomed 
to in his y ou nger d ay s, when he su r­ 
reptitiou sly pu rloined some of 
tho 
gathered treasu re and carefu lly ex ­ 
tracted tho embry o bee ere he bolted , 
comb and all, the sticky , glu tinou s 
mass.—New Yo rk Ma il a n d

abandon the immediate pursuit of the 
French. 
Nelson sent a messenger to 
Sir William begging him to obtain 
rov al authority for his being supplied. 
Sir William did his best, but without 
success. 
By a treaty of peace then ex ­ 
isting between France and Naples no 
more than two English ships of war 
could enter any Neapolitan or Sicilian 
port. 
The king and his ministers met 
in council to discuss the matter, but, 
not darin to break w ith France, refused 
Nelson’s request 
Meantime, 
Lady 
Hamilton, anticipating this result, ran 
off to tho queen and implored bor pas­ 
sionately to authorize the supply o 
the fleet, since the safety of the king­ 
dom depended on immediate action. 
Marie Carbolino hesitated for some 
minutes, but finally , to the other s dicta­ 
tion, wrote and s gnod this order: 
io 
all Gov ernors of the Two Sicilies—to 
receiv e with hospitality the British 
fleet, to water, v ictual, and aid them. 
When Lady Hamilton triumphantly 
handed him this order, Captain Tro- 
bridge (Nelson’s messenger on the oc­ 
casion) assured 
her that it 
would 
“ cheer Nelson to ecstacy .” 
And so it 
did 
Tho necessary supplies obtained, 
the admiral wrote these grateful lines 
to the Hamiltons: “ J uly 22, 
My Dear Friends: Thanks to y our ex ­ 
ertions, wo hav e v ictualled and wa­ 
tered; and surely , watering at, the foun-

New York, April 4.—Tho embarkatio n 
o f tho first detachment o f United 
Htates 
tro o ps t^ent to a fo reign co untry fo r service 
since 1S48 to o k place Friday.

Mail steamship City o f Para had swung at 
her ancho rage in the lo wer bay ever since 
she received o rders to lake go vernment

There had been so unds o f -preparatio n all 
night. Heavy armo rers chests wo re dragged 
here and there, and cases o f cutlasses and 
small arms were sto wed away fo r the use o f 
tho United State* sailo rs who will fo llo w 
tho marini >. 
Bo xes o f clo thing, kit* o f 
so ldiers, gro ut bundles o f canvas fo r tents, 
eases 
and 
barrels 
o f 
pro visio ns and 
all tho manifo ld o vido nco s o f a prep­

have anything but a peaceful terminatio n 
were scattered abo ut the do ck* 
Busy little 
navy yard tugs had been steaming alo ng­ 
side the lo ng black hull o f tho slo umship all 
night with naval sto res, and tho energies o f 
tho nio n were taxed to the utmo st. 
But as 
the mo rning pro gressed tho decks were 
gradually cleared, tho hum o f busy prepara­ 
tio n died away and tho steamship was

HIS BIBTHPLAC* AT POUTf FLBANAHT, OHIO. 
Ha was born at Point Pleasant, Clermont 
county, Ohio, on the 27th of April, 1822. No 
one dreamod then, nor for many years there­ 
after, that he was to be the man of destiny 
who would bear our banner through the 
Storms of war to peace and freedom, 
v The boyhood of Grant was not more re­ 
markable than that of any child in the same 
circumstances. Indeed, the anecdotes of his 
childhood in no way convey the idea that 
he manifested any precocity. He was the 
eldest of six children. His early surround­ 
ings were severely plain, his father, who was 
of Scotch descent, being adaafcr in leather, 
naUftor rich nor poor, but ranking among the 
hard workers of a young and growing state. 
The humble home where Grant was born is 
not unknown to the public torough the eu 
graver's Skill.

AT WEST POINT. 
At the ace of 17 Grant entered the Military 
Academy at West Point. Those who believe 
that a namo bos much to do with the dustiny 
of its owner will find confirmation of their 
theory in the accident which gave him the 
name* he has made famous. Ho had been 
christened Hiram Ulysses, but tho congress 
man who procured his appointment, by nns 
take wtoto him down as Ulysses 8. Grant.

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HOW THE WAR FOUND HIM. 
The breaking out of the civil war found 
Giant, the future leader of our armies, an 
obfcura c ito n , working industriously to sup­ 
port him stlf and family in a small inland 
town. He was wholly unknown, without in­ 
fluence, and apparently without ambition. 
Hs was unacquainted with men of position 
And power, and bad no personal knowledge 
of great affairs. Even in his own field, the 
military, his knowledge was limited. 
He 
h» *d never commanded fnore than a company 
of soldiers. He had served under Scott and 
Taylor, but only as a subaltern, and had not 
bgMi brought ipto Intercourse with them. He 
hAdcaet but one vote* Cot president, and knew 


no politicians. 
Army officers and western 
traders comprised his whole acquaintance. 
' Even the congressman of 1-is own district, 
who had been nine successive years In con­ 
gress, was unknown to him, though he after­ 
wards became one of Grant’s warmest 
friends. 
At this time Grant was 89 years old, tho 
father of four children, the eldest of whom 
was 11. Ho lived in a little houso on ope of 
Galena’s many hillgt and devoted his time to 
! leather. Thus did the war and his destiny 
find him. Few of his countrymen even knew 
of his existence. For him the future held 
fame and 
honor 
in 
unstinted measure 
wrapped in its impenetrable folds. But none 
saw the light of his star before it rose; none 
read the riddle of his romantic destiny, soon 
to reveal itself in events that were to shake 
the world. 
He himself saw not the signs 
that augured his future. He carved out his 
career blindly, as all do. 


ORGANIZING VOLUNTEERS. 
On tho 13th of April, 1861, Fort Sumter 
fell. On tho 15th President Lincoln made his 
call for troops, and on the 19th Grant was 
drilling a company of volunteers in Galena. 
Four days later he took it to Springfield. 
From there he wrote tho adjutant general of 
tho army, offering his services to tho govern­ 
ment in any capacity in which it carod to 
make uso of him. This letter, which would 
now bo a valuable historic document, called 
forth no reply and was not considered impor­ 
tant enough to preserve. This neglect, in the 
words of on Armandalo peasant much quoted 
by Carlyle, “ could nae hinder him of God’s 
providence.” 
_________ 


FACSIMILE OF A PORTION OF THE REGISTER 
AT WEST POINT. 
The authorities at West Point and tbo secre­ 
tary of war were petitioned by tho young 
cadet to correct the blunder, but no notice 
was taken of tho request. Ulysses S. Grant he 
had been recorded and Ulysses S. Grant he 
remained, the namo now so world-wide in its 
fame having been bestowed through a, con­ 
gressman’s defect of memory. Tho » initials 
U. S. suggested “ Uncle Sam” to his comrade» , 
a nickname ho nover lost, and ono peculiarly 
prophetic in view of his extraordinary career. 
During the w ar he w as not infrequently nick­ 
named “ United States Grant” and “ Uncon­ 
ditional Surrender Grant,” tho U. 8. seeming 
to ha^e special significance in thcso days 
which “ tried men’s souls.” He graduated in 
1843, twenty-first in a class of 43, his commis­ 
sion of brevet second lieutenant and his 
diploma both styling him Ulysses S. Grant. 


FROM MEXICO TO THE CIVIL WAR. 
The Fourth infantry was his regiment. He 
remained in the army 11 years, and, acc >rd- 
ing to Gen. Adam Bodeau, was in every bat­ 
tle of the Mexican war except Buena Vista. 
He received two brevets for gallantry, and 
was later stationed at several posts on the 
Canada frontier, aud finally in California and 
Oregon. 
In 1848 he married J ulia T. D ent, 
daughter of a merchant of 8t. Louis. 
In 
1854, being then a captain, ho resigned hi* 
commission In tho army and removed to 
Gravois, near 8 t Louis, where ho operated a 
farm. There his daughter Nellie, now Mrs. 
Sartoris, and. one or two of her brothers were 
bom. 
Tin place was known as tho Wish-ton- 
Wish. 
While residing there G rant made an 
effort to obtain tbo position of county sur­ 
veyor, and was deeply disappointed at not 
succeeding. Ha removed his family to St. 
Louis after an experience as on agriculturist 
which could scarcely be called brilliant. 
There, in a woo cottage, the young soldier 
wrestled with tho pecuniary problem of lifi 
with very indifferent success. He could find 
no employment, and being but sparingly sup­ 
plied with cash, saw the exchequer diminish 
without prospects of a corresponding increase. 
Like many others who were destined to per­ 
forin great things, be was made a.-quointod 
with the menaces of poverty and consequent 
anxieties. 
He tried the real estate business 
and failed. 
In 1860 he went into the leather 
trade with his father and brother at Galena, 
Illinois. He had four slaves, which he pr^ 
aented to a friend before leaving. Grant was 
not an abolitionist. 
His achievement* during 
the war were inspired by his desire to crush 
the rebellion and preserve the Union, and not 
from any prejudice against eiavary. 


PADUCAH. 
Tho young commander's first military 
achievement was the eeizure of Paducah, 
Kentucky, which commanded the navigation 
of both the Tennessee and the Ohio. Kentucky 
had been halting on neutral ground, which 
had not been recognized by the United States, 
but which General Polk, the Confederate 
commander in that region, was the first to 
break. Pelk seized Columbus and Hickman, 
on the Mississippi, and threatened Paducah 
within three days after Grant assumed his 
new command. Grant heard of Polk’s ad­ 
vance and at onoe notified the Kentuoky legis­ 
lature and telegraphed Fremont at St. I/Miis: 
“ I am getting ready to go to Paducah; will 
start at 0:30.” Still later: “ I am now nearly 
ready for Paducah should no telegram arrive 
preventing the movement.” 
No reply reached him, and at 10:80 that 
night, tho 5th of September, he started up 
the river with two reginiente, s t a m 
p s 


8 -30 the next morning he seized the city with­ 
out a gun having been fired. 
Brig. Gen. 
Tilghman and his staff, of the Confederate 
army, hurried out of town toward the south 
by tho railroad while 
Grant was getting 
ashore. 
Sixteen miles away a 
fo rce of 3,800 
Co n federate 3 were 
stationed, and Confederate 
flar* an d sto res were numerous in tho towu. 
Gran t’s p ro mp titu de sav ed 
Paducah and the 
control o f tho Ohio river. It also straightened 
the b ack b o n e 
of neutral Kentucky, whose 
leg islatu re at o n ce p assed 
resolutions fav o r­ 
ab le to tho Un io n an d 
spoke of neutrality no 


In this movement Grant defined tho deter­ 
mination which afterwards was so marked 
and co mmen ted upon in his generalship. Ho 
left Paducah in charge cf a garrison at noon 
the same day and returned to Cairo, where 
ho received Fremont’s permission to take 
Paducah “ if ho felt strong enough.” 
For two months afterwards ho hold the

life, made patriotic stump speeches.

« top the plundering Chunk ordered hie staff 
officers to set the camp oil fire. The men re­ 
turned to (1^ ranks and thp morc^ to the 


the defeated, cut Grant off from his trans­ 
ports. 
“ We are surrounded,” said an of­ 
ficer of his staff, riding up, somewhat agi­ 
tated. “ W ell,” said Grant, “ if that Is so, we 
must cut our way out as we cut our way in — 
one of the condensed speeches of wisdom 
and determination for which he afterward 
grew famous. 
He charged and dispersed 
toe enemy, meeting with but slight re­ 
sistance. 
The danger of this, his first fight, was not 
yet over, however. 
He pushed on to the 
landing, got most of his force aboard, seeing 
to everything in person, his officer« being too 
inexperienced to execute his orders without 
special directions. A f oroe of men had been 
sent to gather up the wounded, and when the 
body was nearly embarked he rode 
back to withdraw the rear, guards, which 
were to have covered the men bringing in 
the wounded. They, being unsophisticated 
in m ilitary observances, hod thought fit to 
retire, and had returned to the transports. 
Grant found himself outside of his own 
troops with the enemy advancing upon him 
and firing on his transports. He saw that 
the men in search of the woundpd could not 
be saved and rode slowly back to the trans­ 
ports. As he wore a private’s overcoat ho 
was not recognized os an officer. Getting 
near the transports he galloped swiftly to too 
river, his horse sliding down toe bank on its 
haunches; a plank waeputo out for him, over 
which he trotted his horse aboard through a 
rain of musketry. His convoy of gunboats 
tom opened on toe Confederate» with great 
destruction, and small loss themselves, and 
by 5 o’clock the transports were out of range. 
This battle confirmed Grant in his policy of 
“ no delay,” on which 1m always afterwards 
acted. 
Ih ii engagement strengthened the 
confidence of his soldiers and mode them 
courageous for the future. Long afterw ards 
the “ Belmont men” were among the sturdiest 
soldiers in the army of the Tennessee.

Amo ng explo ded ideas is the no tio n 
that co ld beds and co ld ro o ms are co n­ 
duciv e to health. 
The o ld-time farmer 
who sits by the fire regaling a small 
audience with sto ries illustrating the 
endurance o f a past generatio n, and as­ 
sumes that he is the last o f a hardier 
race than that which takes his place, 
thro ugh igno rance o r lack o f systematic 
o bserv atio n, is unable to recall the 
frightful death-ro ll that attested the 
practices he refers to . 
It is true, a 
Highlander may sleep o n a mo untain 
side with ho ar fro st marking his bed. 
but that so rt o f ruggedness is attended 
with penalties as certain as tho se which 
fo llo w the man who swallo ws activ e 
po iso n. 
The difference is, they are 
lo nger deferred. The peo ple who place 
no much stress upo n the practices and 
habits o f fifty years ago , assuming that 
what was regarded as 
“ hardening* 
pro cesses were healthy co mpared with 
the practices and habits indulged in to ­ 
day, are apt to fo rget that o ne great 
facto r in the fav o r o f a past generatio n 
was the enfo rced so briety and simple 
liv ing. 
There is much less danger fro m 
the system that is so metimes termed 
“ co ddling” o f children— the care and 
fo retho ught that pro v ides warmed o r 
well-aired sleeping apartments, warm 
beds, with ev ery means to retire and 
dress witho ut experiencing a chill, than 
the indifference to perso nal co mfo rt 
and health which in times past per­ 
mitted, o r dro v e, bo ys and girls to 
co mfo rtless, firele^s ro o ms, under the 
pretense o f making them healthier and 
hardier. 
Experience and careful o b­ 
serv atio n teaches us a greater fallacy 
nev er misled the wo rld than this “ hard­ 
ening” pro cess.—Pittsb u rg h Ch ro n ­ 
icle-Teleg ra p h .

M A D A G A SC A It'S TO POO R A P H Y. 
Madagascar co nsists o f a central 
plateau o r highland rising fro m 4,000 
feet to 5,000 feet abo v e the lo wlands o f 
tho co ast, and fro m this plateau ri se 
o ccasio nal v o icanic co nes, the highest, 
Ankaratra, being 8,95,0 feet abo v e the 
sea. 
The v o lcano es extend fro m the 
no rthern extremity o f the island to the 
twentieth parallel o f so uth latitude. 
So uth o f this appear granitic ro cks, at 
least as far as twenty-two degrees so uth 
latitude. 
At higher latitudes than this 
the ro cks o f the interio r are practically 
unkno wn to Euro peans. 
To the no rth 
o f the v o lcanic district o f Ankaratra 
there is a tract o f co untry co ntaining 
silv er, lead, zinc, and co pper o res. 
As 
regards building sto nes, besides the 
granite which is so general, there are 
v ast beds o f sandsto ne and slate be­ 
tween the district o f Ankaratra and 
the fo ssil regio ns in the so uthwest o f 
the central plateau. 
These fo ssils, ac­ 
co rding to M. Grandidier, the recent 
French trav eler o f the interio r, are ref­ 
erable to the Jurassic system, and 
co mprise remains o f hippo po tami, gi­ 
gantic to rto ises, and an extinct bird o f 
the o strich species. 
The co asts o f the 
co untry are rich in timber, and it wo uld 
also appear that the interio r is a go o d 
mineral field.— F. IV. Ku d ler, T\ G. S .

City Connell. 


The City Council! held its regular 
meeting last ev ening, all the members 
being present with the ex ception of Aid. 
Atkins. 
The minutes of last meeting and 
subsequent specials read and approv ed. 
No mention whatev er was made in the 
records of the commnnication that was 
presented by the fire department nor how 
it was disposed of. 
This looks as though 
the Council did not wish to record their 
action in ignoring the recommendation 
of the firemen for fire marshal. 
The fol 
lowing report was made by the Fire and 
Water Committee: 
To the May or and City Council of the 
City of Dix on: 
Your Committee would 
respectfully report that they find the fol­ 
lowing hy drants in good order: (Here 
they numerate sev en hy drants in all, all 
of which are located in the First and 
Second Wards.) 
There was no mention of the condition 
of the hy drants in the Third Ward. 
The annual report of the sex ton of Oak- 
wood cemetery was receiv ed, showing 
that during the y ear, ending April first, 
fifty -eight bodies had been interred, of 
which ten deathswere the result of Scarlet 
fev er. 
On motion of alderman Truman the 
city clerk was instructed to notify the as­ 
sessor to tax the Northern Illinois Nor­ 
mal School and Dix on Business College, 
the coming y ear. 
The finance committee made a report 
recommending that the sum of $1,8 8 8 .99 
be allowed the Dix on Water Company for 
hy drant rentals to April 1st, 1885. 
The 
company ’s bill, as presented, amounted 
to $2,4 37 .5 0. 
The sum of $25 3.95 was de­ 
ducted from the statement rendered on 
account of the non use of hv drants on 
the South side, caused by the freezing of 
hy drants and mains. 
$294 ,5 7 was deduct­ 
ed from the North side hy drants that 
hav e been useless since December 19th, 
1884 . 
The committee recommended that 
this amount be paid as soon as the said 
Water company has fullfilled its agree­ 
ment to lay the pipes across Rock riv er 
abov e the dam. 
Tkat is to say ; the 
amounts are only withheld until the con­ 
tract is carried out by the company . Dur­ 
ing the time the committee were figuring 
on reductions for frozen hy drants the 
following dialogue took place between 
alderman Dodge and Mr. Donnelly , of 
the Water company , and others. 
Alderman Dodge—“ Mr, Donnelly , Mr- 
McNeal will think we are rather sev ere 
for deducting for frozen hy drants when 
he has to pay nine hundred dollars tax es.” 
Mr. Donnelly —“ Yes, and hav ing to 
pay three thousand dollars to relay the 
pipes across the riv er also.” 
Alderman Truman.—“We can’t help 
that. 
I have been in many speculations 
where I lost money; but never had any 
one make it up to me.” 
Alderman Julien—“Where, in Chi­ 
cago?” 
As these remarks were getting to be 
rather out of order—or not germane to 
the debate—the aldermen concluded to 
return to the original question. In reply 
to Alderman Dodge, as to whether he 
thought the deductions made were reas­ 
onable, Mr. Donnelly replied: 
“There 
ought not to be any reductions made for 
frozen hydrants as there hag never been 
a hydrant frozen; it was the mains. The 
hydrants are all right if we could get 
water to them!” 
The reading of the franchise was called 
for on the point made by Mr. Donnelly, 
and it was found that when a hydrant 
was incapable of throwing a stream of 
water as specified, the rental for such 
hydrant should cease until repaired. 
We 
shall have something to say concerning 
this very siugular but characteristic prop­ 
osition hereafter. 
A. J. Voss, of the skating rink, read a 
communication asking that the license 
now imposed upon the rink be removed, 
and it was referred to the license com­ 
mittee to report at the next meeting.
